M acapagal's p ress office told 
newsmen, “ We know of no plan 
for the president to make any 
such statem ent." 
M arcos, 48, candidate of the 
Nacionalista party, surged to an 
unbeatable lead in unofficial 
returns Friday night. The Phil­ 
ippine News Service, which tab­ 
ulates 
votes for all Manila 
new spapers, quit counting when 
M arcos built upa lead of 679,975 
votes out of more than 8 million 
cast.

SALISBURY, Rhodesia (AP) 
— What do you do when you are 
the queen's representative and 
you get fired by a prime m inis­ 
ter the queen has a1 ready fired? 
British Gov. Sir Humphrey 
Gibbs faces that problem today. 
He was fired Friday by Prime 
Minisl 
la.' Smith. 
But a s far as Britain's Queen 
Elizabeth II and her govern­ 
ment are concerned, Gibbs re­ 
mains a s the only legal power in 
Rhodesia. 
The British fired 
Smith a s soon as he declared 
the British colony independent 
two days ago. 
But Smith remains firm ly in 
control. 
Gibbs' ouster was the latest 
move in the struggle between 
Britain and Rhodesia over inde­ 
pendence. 
Negotiations foun­ 
dered over Britain's insistence 
that Rhodesia's 4 million black 
Africans be given a voice in the 
government. 
Rhodesia's 225,000 whites con­ 
trol both the economy and the 
govern meal. 
In seizing independence to 
preserve 
white 
rule, Smith 
swore his allegiance to tile 
queen. Sne countered by order­ 
ing Gibbs to dism iss Smith. 
Smith said he was determined 
to remain loyal to “ this gra­ 
cious lady, our queen" whether 
she liked it or not. 
His newly declared 1965 con­ 
stitution provided for the queen 
to appoint a governor-general 
“ on the advice only of the min­ 
iste rs of the government of Rho­ 
d e sia ." If Queen Elizabeth did 
not do this within 14 days a re­ 
gent would be appointed to rep­ 
resent her. 
As well as being stripped of 
his executive powers, Gibbs was 
asked to vacate Government 
House — apparently to make 
way for a Smith-appointed re­ 
gent. 


Gibbs, who was named gover­ 
nor in 1960, has been a popular 
figure.

George T. Wood of Cheyenne, 
Wyo., said his wife had boarded 
a connecting flight to United's 
Flight 227 at Cheyenne Thurs­ 
day, en route to Salt Lake City 
to attend a funeral. 
Sullivan, 24, of Malden, M ass., 
was one of the 50 survivors. It 
was the second time in five days 
he had lived through an air 
crash. 
He had been the navigator on 
an Air Force Cl 24 CH ©bemaster 
that collided with a sm all plane 
Sunday over Tulsa, Okla. Sulli­ 
van was en route back to Hill 
Air Force Base — 30 miles 
north of Salt Lake — with three 
other crew members who sur­ 
vived the Oklahoma collision. 
“ There was panicj” Sullivan 
said. “ There was no considera­ 
tion for other people, no consid­ 
eration whatsoever. They all 
started to knock out the emer­ 
gency exit windows and smoke 
started to fill the plane. 
“ There was an exit right be­ 
hind my seat, but everyone was 
cramming to get out. I dashed 
for the other side but so many 
people were squeezing out I had 
to wait my turn. Suddenly there 
was a flash of light and dense 
black smoke enveloped u s ."

NASSAU, Bahamas (AP)—A 
fierce, quick-spreading fire de­ 
stroyed the cruise ship Yar­ 
mouth Castle today and conflict­ 
ing reports from the scene of 
the disaster said that 88 persons 
were missing. 
The 365-foot vessel went down 
at 6:03 a.m . 110 miles east of 
Miami in the Bham as, about 
four hours after she 
was en­ 
veloped by flam es.

(EST), 110 miles 
east of Miami in the Bahamas, 
about four hours after she was 
enveloped by flam es. 
Three hours after the sinking, 
the Coast Guard at Miami said 
it could account for only 462 of 
the 550 passengers and crew­ 
men aboard the 38-year-old ves­ 
sel. 
Tile cruise ship Bahama Star, 
which was trailing the Yar­ 
mouth Castle and had her 
in 
sight when the fire broke out, 
picked 250 passengers and 110 
crewmen out of the water. The 
Finnish motorship 
Finnpulp 
rescued 90 more, and 12 badly 
burned survivors were flown to 
Nassau in Coast Guard helicop­ 
ters. 
The 88 others, the C o a s t 
Guard said, “ are not accounted 
fo r." 
The Bahama Star notified the 


Coast Guard at 7:45 a.m . (EST) 
that she had 360 persons aboard, 
had searched the area “ and 
found no m ore." 
Charles Badeau of the Baha­ 
mas Sea Rescue Auxiliary held 
out som e hope that loss of life 
might 
not 
lie 
as heavy as 
feared. 
“ It Is very possible that there 
are more survivors aboard the 
boats,” Badeau said. 
The 
Finnpulp 
radioed the 
Coast 
guard 
at 
2:20 a.m . 
that the Yarmouth C a s t l e , 
which plies between Miami and 
N assau, was “ burning right to 
the water lin e." 
“ It was a terrible sigh t," said 
W Jt. Cooper, a Coast Guard 
helicopter pilot who flew into 
Nassau with three survivors. 
“ Fire and smoke shot 4,000 feet 
high.” 
The Bahama Star had left Mi­ 
ami Friday night just a few 
minutes behind the Yarmouth 
Castle. The fire broke out 60 
miles northwest of Nassau and 
the ship was quickly abandoned. 
Both the Bahama Star and 
the Finnpulp began immediate 
rescue operations and Badeiu 
reported at 8 a.m ., “ There are 
no more survivors in the wa­ 
te r ." 
Coast Guard planes circled 
the burning vessel, dropping 
flares to aid the rescue opera­ 
tion. 


The 12 injured persons were 
landed at the Prince George 
wharf here and rushed to Prin­ 
cess M argaret Hospital in am­ 
bulances. 
F irst reports said the Bahama 
Star would sail to Miami with 
her 
survivors, but later her 
owner, the Eastern Steamship 
Lin es, Inc., said she would take 
the shorter trip to Nassau be­ 
cause she had one critically in­ 
jured person aboard. 
There was no word on where 
the Finnpulp would make port. 
The 5,002-ton Yarmouth castle 
was built in 1927 by W. Cramp 
and Sons. Co. of Philadelphia 
for the Nova Scotia Steamship 
Corp. and operated for a time 
between Boston and Nova Sco­ 
tia. During World War II, she 
was used as a troop ship. 
In 
1954, she was renamed 
Queen of N assau, but t h r e e 
years later 
the 
name 
was 
changed back to Yarmouth Cas­ 
tle. She was purchased a year 
ago by Yarmouth Cruise Lines, 
Inc., a Pinamaniancorporation. 
Reid M iller, Associated P ress 
writer who flew over the scene 
at 8 a.m ., said only four empty 
lifeboats and scattered debris 
marked the remains of the Yar­ 
mouth C astle.

AFL-CIO Defends Strikes 


WASHINGTON (AP) — In the 
face of a six-year high in labor 
strife and rising demands to 
curb union power, the AFL-CIO 
came to the defense today of 
labor's ultimate weapon — the 
strike. 
In a special report entitled 
“ Why S trik e s?" the giant labor 
federation likened some recent 
proposals for new antistrike 
laws to a drastic remedy for a 
headache: 
“ Decapitation 
will 
cure a 
headache, but it can scarcely be 
called a rem edy," said the re­ 
port in the organization's maga­ 
zine “ The American Federa­ 
tion! s t." 
That's exactly what som e la­ 
bor critics would do to A m eri­ 
can collective bargaining in rec­ 
ommending such solutions as 
compulsory arbitration and oth­ 
er government controls to quell 
strikes, the report said. 
“ The Soviet approach — no 
strikes at all, with complete 
government control of labor- 
management relations — is sel­ 
dom advocated in the United 
States although some of the 'an­ 
sw ers' offered would approach 
this effect in p ractice," 
it 
said. 
The 1965 rise in strikes to the 
highest level since 1959, the feet 
that 
labor relations is this 
year's national high school de­ 
bate topic, and the flareup in 
the 
railroad firem en's case 
were among the reasons that 
spurred the AFIj -CIO to answer 
its critics. 
In the railroad case, the jobs 


of some 17,000 engine firemen 
have been wiped out under the 
first peacetime compulsory ar­ 
bitration law in UJS. history but 
the bitter dispute is still far 
from settled. 
Applying the special railroad 
law to all labor disputes to end 
strikes would be virtually like 
adopting the Soviet system , the 
report said. 
In defense of strik es, the re­ 
port said they are basic to the 
UJ5. system of collective bar­ 
gaining and actually cause only 
an infinitesimal lo ss of produc­ 
tion — two-tenths of one per 
cent of all working time so far 
this year. 
Although nearly 19 million 


man-days of work have been 
lost in strikes so far this year, 
injuries on the job cost twice 
that much and Labor Depart­ 
ment estim ates on time lost 
through 
unemployment 
ap­ 
proach the astronom ical figure 
of I billion man-days a year, it 
said. 
Other AFL-CIO arguments: 
“ Strikes have little or no ef­ 
fect on economic growth” be­ 
cause production and overtime 
soar after a walkout to makeup 
for lost time. 
Most strikes last only about 
two weeks and the majority in­ 
volve relatively few workers — 
only big strike threats like steel

UNESCO AND THE COMMON MAN 
The 10th national conference of the United 
States National Commission for UNESCO opens 
in Kansas City, Mo., on Tuesday, Nov. 16. 
UNESCO stands for United Nations Educational, 
Scientific and Cultural Organization. As one of 
the U. N.’s autonomous specialized agencies 
it was formed in 1945 “ to contribute to peace 
and security by promoting collaboration among 
the nations through education, 
science and 
culture. . . 
About 2000 scholars, scientists and others 
from the United States and abroad will attend 
the conference, which has as its theme, “ Man, 
Knowledge and Freedom in International De­ 
velopment.” 
UNESCO serves as the U.N.’s 
chief arm in helping underdeveloped nations 
improve their educational systems and science 
establishments. 
The work of UNESCO, however, remains little 
known. One reason has to do with the rela­ 
tively small resources at its command. Although 
it has 119 member nations, its annual budget 
from all sources is only $50 million. Yet a 
Kansas City Star reporter who spent nearly 
a month researching UNESCO’s role has written: 
“ Its accomplishments are staggering in light of 
its incredibly tiny resources.” 
Until more money is made available, UNESCO 
must remain primarily a moral influence and 
reminder of the gap between rich and poor in 
the community of nations. UNESCO’s director- 
general, Rene Maheu, recently put it in these 
stark terms: “ At a time when science is opening 
the gateway to the stars, it is unthinkable that 
two-fifths of mankind should still be prisoners 
of ancestral darkness. Or are we to have two 
types of human beings — one for the stars, 
the other for the caves? There could be no hope 
of peace if we tolerated an inequity as flagrant 
as this unequal division of the benefits of prog­ 
re ss.”

Many more people in most neighborhoods and 
in many family circles would be alive today if 
those who seek to prevent traffic accidents 
knew more about why they happen. 
The chief frustration of traffic safety pro­ 
fessionals is lack of facts — the kind of facts 
one gets by investigating accidents. 
Police officers investigate nearly all traffic 
accidents which are investigated — but, say 
the traffic safety people, many of them merely 
report that an accident happened, not why it 
happened. On occasions when they try to deter­ 
mine causes, they reveal their incompetence to 
do so, say the experts. 
Ralph Snyder of Oklahoma City, a professional 
accident investigator who makes his living 
testifying as an expert witness in damage 
suits, says: “ Police officers often base their 
opinions on hearsay. They’d rather believe what 
they hear than what they see.” 
Eye witnesses aren’t as infallible as police 
officers seem to consider them. Court testimony 
frequently has proven that an eye witness did 
not see a crash — he saw the result of the 
crash. He heard the crash, then turned to see 
what caused the noise. Rarely is a person 
staring at the exact spot that a crash is going 
to occur. 
Police make mistakes in calculating the speed 
of vehicle by measuring the length of skid marks. 
They use a standard table which doesn’t allow 
for the differences in stopping distances among 
trucks, busses and cars; or for the fact that 
smooth tires skid farther than treaded tires; 
and that tires skid on wet pavement. 
Sometimes they calculate speed of a vehicle 
on the basis of skid marks left from a previous 
accident; or they measure braking skids or 
pressure marks made by accelerating vehicles, 
instead of skid marks. 
An officer’s job, says Snyder, should be to 
gather facts accurately. Analyzing these facts 
and determining what caused accidents should 
be left to officers with advanced training or 
to others qualified by experience and special 
knowledge.

It is not relevant to be told 
that the Mao-ist street revolu­ 
tionists are a wild band of 
beatniks and oversexed youths 
who should cause little concern 
because they total "m erely 1,- 
500 esoterics.’’ 
It is not relevent to be told 
not to be disturbed by the 40- 
odd fanatical, quasi-m llltary, 
street-fighting bands because 
their cadres are only IO to 
15 strong. 
Fact is that in June 1942 the 
Nazi government landed eight 
men by submarine in the U.S. 
Four were put into Florida. 
Four went ashore in Long Is­ 
land. They had plans to blow up 
Just such industrial power In­ 
stallations which went out the 
other night.

Lackawanna (New York) Steel 
area which says; "It is nec­ 
essary for a Marxist Revolu­ 
tionary Party to be rooted In 
these industries."

FAILURE SHUTS DOWN 
HOTLINE 
WASHINGTON -- Defense of­ 
ficials have tried to hush it 
up, but the Washington-Moscow 
hotline went dead during Tues­ 
day night’s massive power fail­ 
ure. 
The Russian government was 
notified at once through other 
channels that the shutdown was 
strictly accidental. Otherwise, 
the Russians might have jumped 
to the dangerous conclusion that 
the United States had shut off 
communications to hide a m ili­ 
tary move. 
Throughout 
the 
electrical 
blackout Pentagon officials gave 
repeated assurances that de­ 
fense communications had not 
been interrupted. This column 
has learned, however, that the 
emergency teletype linking the 
White House and the Kremlin 
was out of order for 2 hours. 
The 
Defense 
Department’s 
communications chief, Lt. Gen. 
Alfred Starbird, was in South 
Viet Nam investigating another 
communications foul-up 
when 
the lights 
started sputtering 
out across the 
United States 
Northeast. 
His deputy, Maj. Gen. John 
Bestlc, was making a speech 
in San Antonio, Texas. Another 
deputy, Maj. Gen. George Pick­ 
ett, took charge of defense com­ 
munications during the night­ 
long emergency. 
He told this column that he 
had kept in touch with Gen. 
Starbird in South Viet Nam 
throughout the emergency. He 
refused to comment, however, 
on the hotline failure. 
Actually, the famous hotline 
consists of two lines -- a cable 
maintained 
by International 
Telephone and Telegraph and a 
high-frequency radio communi­ 
cations system maintained by 
Radio Corporation of America. 
The power failure reportedly 
knocked out both system s for 
a short time. 
Edward 
Glodeck, 
an 
ITT 
executive who said he was au­ 
thorized to speak for the com­ 
pany, refused to talk about the 
hotline. 
Asked the cause of the line’s 
failure, he would only say: "My 
instructions are, if the ques­ 
tion should come up, not to 
discuss it with anyone." 
RCA’s chief engineer, Eugene 
Becken, 
was 
more 
frank. 
Acknowledging that an "outage" 
had occurred in the hotline, he 
claimed ROA had been able to 
get the circuit back in operation 
within two hours. 
He also assured this column: 
"The shutdown of the hotline 
was caused by an unprecedented 
problem. RCA has taken ad­ 
ditional 
measures to prevent 
anything like this from hap­ 
pening again. If we have any 
more failures of this kind, the 
hotline will not be affected." 
Meanwhile, 
Federal 
Power 
Chairman Joe Swidler is rush­ 
ing a full report to the P resi­ 
dent on what he has learned 
about the great power failure. 
Insiders say he has still not 
learned enough to give the P res­ 


ident any definite explanation 
for the blackout within the dead­ 
line that the President has im ­ 
posed. 
The trouble, say insiders, is 
that the FBI investigators and 
F PC accountants are attempting 
to unravel a technical mystery. 
All that is known with reason­ 
able certainty is that the inter­ 
connecting 
lines linking the 
various power system s of the 
Northeast caused the original 
trouble to spread. To prevent 
a repetition, the insiders claim, 
means must be developed to 
isolate any future power break­ 
down. 
TROUBLE AT RIO 
CONFERENCE 
Anti-government demonstra­ 
tions during the Inter-Ameri­ 
can Foreign Ministers’ Confer­ 
ence in Rio de Janeiro, now 
shceduled to open Nov. 17, are 
considered likely. 
That is one reason why sev­ 
eral Latin American govern­ 
ments are still arguing that the 
meeting—twice postponed a l­ 
ready—should either be put off 
again or held elsewhere. 
Brazil's 
provisional presi­ 
dent, Gen. Humberto Castello 
Branco, who took power last 
year after heading a coup that 
ousted leftist Joao Goulart, re­ 
cently abolished all political 
parties and made himself vir­ 
tual dictator until 1967. 
The Venezuelan administra­ 
tion of liberal President Raul 
Leonl is one which feels that 
this step has created an un­ 
democratic atmosphere contra­ 
dicting the purpose of the Con­ 
ference. 
And rumors now filtering out 
of Brazil indicate that labor 
unions and supporters of the 
country’s former chief execu­ 
tive, Dr. Juscellno Kubitschek.. 
plan to stage massive street' 
rallies and work stoppages in 
at least six major cities the 
weekend of Nov. 20-21. 
The governments 
of Chile, 
Peru and Uruguay also enter­ 
tain serious doubts about the 
wisdom of holding the conclave 
in 
Rio at this time. 
The 
Chileans and Uruguayans would 
rather not have it at all until 
the so-called Inter-American 
Peacekeeping Force has been 
withdrawn from the Dominican 
Republic. 
This 11,OOO-rnan force is made 
up 90 per cent of U. S. Marines 
and paratroopers, plus token 
elements from Brazil, Para­ 
guay, Nicaragua, Honduras and 
Costa Rica.

The Dominican situation is 
what 
has kept the meeting 
stalled for the past six months. 
It was originally due to be held 
in May, but after the Santo 
Domingo revolt broke out April 
24, the Organization of Ameri­ 
can States voted to set it back 
to Aug. 4. 
PERMANENT OAS ARMY? 
When that date rolled around, 
the civil conflict in the Carib­ 
bean island republic was still 
unresolved, the OAS had taken 
charge of seeking a solution, 
and nobody wanted to sit down 
at the conference table while 
matters remained so uncer­ 
tain. 
Today, more than two months 
after 
a 
provisional regime 
under Hector Garcia Godoy-- 
formed through patient OAS ef­ 
forts — took office in Santo 
Domingo, old line careerists 
of the Dominican armed forces 
are still blocking a real set­ 
tlement. 


U.S. 
diplomats acknowledge 
privately that if the multi-na­ 
tional peacekeeping force pulled 
out any time in the foreseeable 
future, a military coup would 
follow almost immediately. 
One item which Washington 
officials want to discuss at Rio 
is a change in the OAS char­ 
ter, to authorize creation of 
such a force on a permanent 
basis. 
Five Latin American 
nations—Mexico, Chile, Peru, 
Venezuela and Uruguay--firm ­ 
ly oppose this idea; at least 
four others are undecided. 
What most of these govern­ 
ments object to is the fact that 
the countries which have troops 
in Santo Domingo are bound to 
vote for the U.S.

“ The arithm etic of the strike 
for a worker, of course, does not 
provide much understanding of 
why workers are willing to 
strik e ,” the report said. 
“ There are those who argue 
that strikes are always futile for 
w orkers because they never get 
back their lost earnings. The 
w orker always loses, they say,” 
the report continued. 
But, it added, “ T hisargument 
is unrealistic. It 
ignores the 
reasons for strikes. Of course, 
many w orkers would agree they 
personally cannot quickly make 
up wages lost in a long strike,” 
it said. 
“ W orkers strike only because 
they feel that bettering their 
conditions and maintaining their 
union is worth the sactifice,” 
the report said.

Bootheel Beat 
Hospital Votes 
Are Coming Dp 


By MAX STURM 
HAYTI — Voters of Pemiscot 
and Dunklin counties will have 
an opportunity to improve and 
expand the medical facilities 
in hospital bond issue elections. 
The first will he Tuesday on a 
proposal calling for $400,000 to 
add a wing to the Pemiscot 
County Memorial hospital. 
This 
amount, if approved by 
a two-thirds majority vote, will 
be matched by a federal grant 
under the Hill-Burton Act. This 
is the first time this proposal 
has been presented. 
On Dec. 14, the voters in Dunk­ 
lin County will have a third try 
at getting a sim ilar bond issue 
approved for improvements and 
expansion of the Dunklin County 
Memorial hospital in Kennett. 
The proposal failed to receive 
the necessary two-thirds ma­ 
jority in two earlier elections. 
The Dunklin county proposal 
calls for a bond issue of $975,- 
000 to be matched by Hill - 
Burton funds to bring the total 
outlay to around $2 
million. 
In both counties reports are 
that there is “ some opposi­ 
tion” to the two proposals, more 
In Dunklin County than in Pemi­ 
scot. 


First, I would like to say that 
anyone who intends 
to vote 
against these bond issues ought 
to have his head examined. 
Granted, everyone is entitled 
to his opinion and is at liberty 
to vote as he chooses. 
On making it possible for the 
region to have better hospital 
facilities, however, that is a 
different matter. 
This isn't a political issue. 
It is the solid fact of whether 
these 
two fine medical facili­ 
ties are going to be able to 
acquire sorely needed space 
and equipment to adequately 
serve the area. 
These two hospitals have been 
among the most beneficial as­ 
sets ever established in Pemi­ 
scot and Dunklin counties. But 
they need to grow with the times, 
so they both need that bond is­ 
sue and Hill-Burton money as 
quickly as they can get it, so 
the construction work can be 
started as soon as possible. 
In the near future is the start 
of the federal 
medicare pro­ 
gram — which, 
as everyone 
ought to know, will sharply in­ 
crease the demand for hospital 
beds and services in both coun­ 
ties. 
Pemiscot Memorial and 
Dunklin 
Memorial must be 
ready for it. 
Voters, feeling the pinch of 
continued increases in taxation, 
are right in taking a close look 
at any proposals that will add 
to the load. 
In these two bond issue elec­ 
tions, however, keep in mind 
that the added taxation for in­ 
terest and retirem ent of the 
bond issues is only about half 
of the cost of the hospital im­ 
provements in the two coun­ 
ties. 
The way it works out we get 
$2 worth of improvements for 
$1 that we spend. If you might 
have forgotten, that was 
the 
same deal we got in both coun­ 
ties when the two hospitals were 
constructed shortly afterw orld 
War II. Uncle Sam picked up 
the tab for about half the ori­ 
ginal cost. So let us not be 
pennywlse and pound foolish in 
this matter. 
Some people live in isolated ■ 
communities where there is no 
doctor for miles around. They 
have dug down in their jeans 
and come up with the money to.. 
build clinics and small hospitals 
so they can attract a doctor. 
We here in the lower Missouri 
Bootheel are 
not quite in that 
shape. 
While some communities have, 
at times, been without a doc­ 
tor, we still have a good num­ 
ber in the region. Good hospital 
facilities 
in a county attract 
good doctors. 
So don't overlook your bless­ 
ings in that area. Incidentally, 
the Pemiscot County Medical 
Society of 14 doctors has publi­ 
cly announced that it endorses 
the bond issue proposal for the 
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R E ST A U R A N T 


Pemiscot memorial and urges 
everyone to vote for it. 
For the diehards, who are yet 
unconvinced that, 
since 
they 
don't expect to use either hos­ 
pital, they can see no reason 
to vote for the bond issue, let 
me put it this way; 
Assume that you are a victim 
of a traffic accident and you 
need life - saving hospitaliza­ 
tion at the nearest such facility 
" — and the nearest happens to lie' 
the one at Hayti or the one at 
Kennett. You just latter hope 
they have the equipment and 
space to take care of your em er­ 
gency 
when the ambulance 
wheels you into the emergency 
ward. 


You just might not have time to 
go to Poplar Bluff, Memphis or 
some place else, 
if you are 
to live. It can happen to you 
and it can happen to your kids 
and other members of your fam­ 
ily. So look at it as spending 
a little tax money to buy hospital 
facilities insurance. While, like 
other insurance, you may never 
need it, that hospital bed space 
and new modern equipment is 
there for you and yours any­ 
way— that is if you vote for the 
bond 
issue proposal in your 
county Instead of against It. 
These coming elections are not 
the ones to sit out. Everyone who 
favors the proposals go out and 
vote. All vou people who oppose 
them--stay home!

ferent directions from four dif­ 
ferent sources of power. Says 
• their bulletin on this:

which means added assurance 
of continuity of service in times 
of emergency or disaster.”

Smith said he was determined 
to remain loyal to "this gra­ 
cious lady, our queen" whether 
she liked it or not. 
His newly declared 1965 con­ 
stitution provided for the queen 
to appoint a governor-general 
"on the advice only of the min­ 
isters of the government of Rho­ 
desia." If Queen Elizabeth did 
not do this within 14 days a re­ 
gent would be appointed to rep­ 
resent her. 
As well as being stripped of 
his executive powers, Gibbs was 
asked to vacate Government 
House — apparently to make 
way for a Smith-appointed re­ 
gent.

It 
was the second time in five days 
he had lived through an air 
crash. 
He had been the navigator on 
an Air Force C124Globemaster 
that collided with a small plane 
Sunday over Tulsa, Okla. Sulli­ 
van was en route back to Hill 
Air Force Base — 30 miles 
north of Salt Lake — with three 
other crew members who sur­ 
vived the Oklahoma collision. 
"There was panic," Sullivan 
said.

NASSAU, Bahamas (AP)—A 
fierce, quick-spreading fire de­ 
stroyed the cruise ship Yar­ 
mouth Castle today and conflict­ 
ing reports from the scene of 
the disaster said that 88 persons 
were missing. 
The 365-foot vessel went down 
at 6:03 a.m. 110 miles east of 
Miami in the Bhamas, about 
four hours after she 
was en­ 
veloped by flames. 
The ship was 
bound from 
Miami to Nassau.

(EST), 110 miles 
east of Miami in the Bahamas, 
about four hours after she was 
enveloped by flames. 
Three hours after the sinking, 
the Coast Guard at Miami said 
it could account for only 462 of 
the 550 passengers and crew­ 
men aboard the 38-year-old ves­ 
sel. 
The cruise ship Bahama Star, 
which was trailing the Yar­ 
mouth Castle and had her 
in 
sight when the fire broke out, 
picked 250 passengers and 110 
crewmen out of the water. The 
Finnish motorship 
Finnpulp 
rescued 90 more, and 12 badly 
burned survivors were flown to 
Nassau in Coast Guard helicop­ 
ters. 
The 88 others, the C o a s t 
Guard said, "are not accounted 
fo r." 
The Bahama Star notified the 


Coast Guard at 7:45 a.m . (EST) 
that she had 360 persons aboard, 
had searched the area "and 
found no m ore." 
Charles Badeau of the Baha­ 
mas Sea Rescue Auxiliary held 
out some hope that loss of life 
might 
not 
be as heavy as 
feared. 
"It is very possible that there 
are more survivors aboard the 
boats," Badeau said. 
The 
Finnpulp 
radioed the 
Coast 
guard at 
2:20 a.m. 
that the Yarmouth C a s t l e , 
which plies between Miami and 
Nassau, was "burning right to 
the water line." 
"It was a terrible sight," said 
W Jl. Cooper, a Coast Guard 
helicopter pilot who flew into 
Nassau with three survivors. 
"F ire and smoke shot 4,000 feet 
high." 
The Bahama Star had left Mi­ 
ami Friday night just a few 
minutes behind the Yarmouth 
Castle. The fire broke out 60 
miles northwest of Nassau and 
the ship was quickly abandoned. 
Both the Bahama Scar and 
the Finnpulp began immediate 
rescue operations and Badeiu 
reported at 8 a.m ., “ There are 
no more survivors in the wa­ 
te r." 
Coast Guard planes circled 
the burning vessel, dropping 
flares to aid the rescue opera­ 
tion. 


The 12 injured persons were 
landed at the Prince George 
wharf here and rushed to Prin­ 
cess Margaret Hospital in am­ 
bulances. 
First reports said the Bahama 
Star would sail to Miami with 
her survivors, but later her 
owner, the Eastern Steamship 
Lines, Inc., said she would take 
the shorter trip to Nassau be­ 
cause she had one critically in­ 
jured person aboard. 
There was no word on where 
the Finnpulp would make port. 
The 5,002-ton Yarmouth castle 
was built in 1927 by W. Cramp 
and Sons. Co. of Philadelphia 
for the Nova Scotia Steamship 
Corp. and operated for a time 
between Boston and Nova Sco­ 
tia. During World War II, she 
was used as a troop ship. 
In 1954, she was renamed 
Queen of Nassau, but t h r e e 
years later 
the 
name 
was 
changed back to Yarmouth Cas­ 
tle. She was purchased a year 
ago by Yarmouth Cruise Lines, 
Inc., a Pinamaniancorporation. 
Reid Miller, Associated Press 
writer who flew over the scene 
at 8 a.m ., said only four empty 
lifeboats and scattered debris 
marked the remains of the Yar­ 
mouth Castle. 
Three lifeboats bobbed up­ 
right in the calm, bright blue 
sea, with oars shipped. The oth­ 
er had overturned.

AFL-CIO Defends Strikes 


WASHINGTON (AP) — In the 


face of a six-year high in labor 
strife and rising demands to 
curb union power, the AFL-CIO 
came to the defense today of 
labor's ultimate weapon — the 
strike. 
In a special report entitled 


"Why Strikes?" the giant labor 
federation likened some recent 
proposals for new antistrike 
laws to a drastic remedy for a 
headache: 
"Decapitation 
will 
cure a 


headache, but it can scarcely be 
called a remedy," said the re­ 
port in the organization’ s maga­ 
zine "The American Federa- 
tionist.” 
That's exactly what some la­ 
bor critics would do to Ameri­ 
can collective bargaining in rec­ 
ommending such solutions as 
compulsory arbitration and oth­ 
er government controls to quell 
strikes, the report said. 
"The Soviet approach — no 


strikes at all, with complete 
government control of labor- 
management relations — is sel­ 
dom advocated in the United 
States although some of the 'an­ 
swers’ offered would approach 
this effect in practice," 
it 


said. 
The 1965 rise in strikes to the 


highest level since 1959, the foct 
that 
labor relations is this 


year's national high school de­ 
bate topic, and the flareup in 
the 
railroad firemen’ s case 


were among the reasons that 
spurred the AF1.-CIO to answer 
its critics. 
In the railroad case, the jobs 


of some 17,000 engine firemen 
have been wiped out under the 
first peacetime compulsory ar­ 
bitration law in UJS. history but 
the bitter dispute is still far 
from settled. 
Applying the special railroad 
law to all labor disputes to end 
strikes would be virtually like 
adopting the Soviet system, the 
report said. 
In defense of strikes, the re­ 
port said they are basic to the 
UJJ. system of collective bar­ 
gaining and actually cause only 
an infinitesimal loss of produc­ 
tion — two-tenths of one per 
cent of all working time so far 
this year. 
Although nearly 19 million 


man-days of work have been 
lost in strikes so far this year, 
injuries on the job cost twice 
that much and Labor Depart­ 
ment estimates on time lost 
through 
unemployment 
ap­ 
proach the astronomical figure 
of 1 billion man-days a year, it 
said. 
Other AFL-CIO arguments: 
"Strikes have little or no ef­ 
fect on economic growth" be­ 
cause production and overtime 
soar after a walkout to makeup 
for lost time. 
Most strikes last only about 
two weeks and the majority in­ 
volve relatively few workers — 
only big strike threats like steel

UNESCO AND THE COMMON MAN 
The 10th national conference of the United 
States National Commission for UNESCO opens 
in Kansas City, Mo., on Tuesday, Nov. 16. 
UNESCO stands for United Nations Educational, 
Scientific and Cultural Organization. As one of 
the U. N.’s autonomous specialized agencies 
it was formed in 1945 “to contribute to peace 
and security by promoting collaboration among 
the nations through education, science and 
culture. . . . ” 
About 2000 scholars, scientists and others 
from the United States and abroad will attend 
the conference, which has as its theme, “Man, 
Knowledge and Freedom in International De­ 
velopment.” UNESCO serves as the U.N.’s 
chief arm in helping underdeveloped nations 
improve their educational systems and science 
establishments. 
The work of UNESCO, however, remains little 
known. One reason has to do with the rela­ 
tively small resources at its command. Although 
it has 119 member nations, its annual budget 
from all sources is only $50 million. Yet a 
Kansas City Star reporter who spent nearly 
a month researching UNESCO’s role has written: 
“Its accomplishments are staggering in light of 
its incredibly tiny resources.” 
Until more money is made available, UNESCO 
must remain primarily a moral influence and 
reminder of the gap between rich and poor in 
the community of nations. UNESCO’s director- 
general, Rene Maheu, recently put it in these 
stark terms: “At a time when science is opening 
the gateway to the stars, it is unthinkable that 
two-fifths of mankind should still be prisoners 
of ancestral darkness. Or are we to have two 
types of human beings — one for the stars, 
the other for the caves? There could be no hope 
of peace if we tolerated an inequity as flagrant 
as this unequal division of the benefits of prog­ 
ress.” 
♦ * *

Many more people in most neighborhoods and 
in many family circles would be alive today if 
those who seek to prevent traffic accidents 
knew more about why they happen. 
The chief frustration of traffic safety pro­ 
fessionals is lack of facts — the kind of facts 
one gets by investigating accidents. 
Police officers investigate nearly all traffic 
accidents which are investigated — but, say 
the traffic safety people, many of them merely 
report that an accident happened, not why it 
happened. On occasions when they try to deter­ 
mine causes, they reveal their incompetence to 
do so, say the experts. 
Ralph Snyder of Oklahoma City, a professional 
accident investigator who makes his living 
testifying as an expert witness in damage 
suits, says: “ Police officers often base their 
opinions on hearsay. They’d rather believe what 
they hear than what they see.” 
Eye witnesses aren’t as infallible as police 
officers seem to consider them. Court testimony 
frequently has proven that an eye witness did 
not see a crash — he saw the result of the 
crash. He heard the crash, then turned to see 
what caused the noise. Rarely is a person 
staring at the exact spot that a crash is going 
to occur. 
Police make mistakes in calculating the speed 
of vehicle by measuring the length of skidmarks. 
They use a standard table which doesn’t allow 
for the differences in stopping distances among 
trucks, busses and cars; or for the fact that 
smooth tires skid farther than treaded tires; 
and that tires skid on wet pavement. 
Sometimes they calculate speed of a vehicle 
on the basis of skid marks left from a previous 
accident; or they measure braking skids or 
pressure marks made by accelerating vehicles, 
instead of skid marks. 
An officer’s job, says Snyder, should be to 
gather facts accurately. Analyzing these facts 
and determining what caused accidents should 
be left to officers with advanced training or 
to others qualified by experience and special 
knowledge.

And when Ellis protested 
against the reappointment of Joe 
Swidler to the Chairmanship of 
the Federal Power Commis­ 
sion, the onetime Senator from 
Texas, now in the White House, 
backed him up.

was sore because 
Swidler had maintained

FAILURE SHUTS DOWN 
HOTLINE 
WASHINGTON — Defense of­ 
ficials have tried to hush it 
up, but the Washington-Moscow 
hotline went dead during Tues­ 
day night’s massive power fail­ 
ure. 
The Russian government was 
notified at once through other 
channels that the shutdown was 
strictly accidental. Otherwise, 
the Russians might have jumped 
to the dangerous conclusion that 
the United States had shut off 
communications to hide a mili­ 
tary move. 
Throughout 
the 
electrical 
blackout Pentagon officials gave 
repeated assurances that de­ 
fense communications had not 
been interrupted. This column 
has learned, however, that the 
emergency teletype linking the 
White House and the Kremlin 
was out of order for 2 hours. 
The 
Defense 
Department’s 
communications chief, Lt. Gen. 
Alfred Starblrd, was in South 
Viet Nam investigating another 
communications foul-up when 
the lights started sputtering 
out across the United States 
Northeast. 
His deputy, Maj. Gen. John 
Bestic, was making a speech 
in San Antonio, Texas. Another 
deputy, Maj. Gen. George Pick­ 
ett, took charge of defense com­ 
munications during the night­ 
long emergency. 
He told this column that he 
had kept in touch with Gen. 
Starblrd in South Viet Nam 
throughout the emergency. He 
refused to comment, however, 
on the hotline failure. 
Actually, the famous hotline 
consists of two lines — a cable 
maintained 
by International 
Telephone and Telegraph and a 
high-frequency radio communi­ 
cations system maintained by 
Radio Corporation of America. 
The power failure reportedly 
knocked out both systems for 
a short time. 
Edward 
Glodeck, 
an ITT 
executive who said he was au­ 
thorized to speak for the com­ 
pany, refused to talk about the 
hotline. 
Asked the cause of the line’s 
failure, he would only say: “ My 
instructions are, if the ques­ 
tion should come up, not to 
discuss it with anyone.” 
RCA’s chief engineer, Eugene 
Becken, 
was 
more 
frank. 
Acknowledging that an “outage" 
had occurred in the hotline, he 
claimed RCA had been able to 
get the circuit back in operation 
within two hours. 
He also assured this column: 
“ The shutdown of the hotline 
was caused by an unprecedented 
problem. RCA has taken ad­ 
ditional measures to prevent 
anything like this from hap­ 
pening again. If we have any 
more failures of this kind, the 
hotline will not be affected." 
Meanwhile, 
Federal 
Power 
Chairman Joe Swidler is rush­ 
ing a full report to the Presi­ 
dent on what he has learned 
about the great power failure. 
Insiders say he has still not 
learned enough to give the Pres­ 


ident any definite explanation 
for the blackout within the dead­ 
line that the President has im­ 
posed. 
The trouble, say insiders, is 
that the FBI investigators and 
F PC accountants are attempting 
to unravel a technical mystery. 
All that is known with reason­ 
able certainty is that the inter­ 
connecting 
lines linking the 
various power systems of the 
Northeast caused the original 
trouble to spread. To prevent 
a repetition, the insiders claim, 
means must be developed to 
isolate any future power break­ 
down. 
TROUBLE AT RIO 
CONFERENCE 
Anti-government demonstra­ 
tions during the Inter-Ameri­ 
can Foreign Ministers’ Confer­ 
ence in Rio de Janeiro, now 
shceduled to open Nov. 17, are 
considered likely. 
That is one reason why sev­ 
eral Latin American govern­ 
ments are still arguing that the 
meeting--twice postponed al­ 
ready—should either be put off 
again or held elsewhere. 
Brazil’s 
provisional presi­ 
dent, Gen. Humberto Castello 
Branco, who took power last 
year after heading a coup that 
ousted leftist Joao Goulart, re­ 
cently abolished all political 
parties and made himself vir­ 
tual dictator until 1967. 
The Venezuelan administra­ 
tion of liberal President Raul 
Leoni is one which feels that 
this step has created an un­ 
democratic atmosphere contra­ 
dicting the purpose of the Con­ 
ference. 
And rumors now filtering out 
of Brazil indicate that labor 
unions and supporters of the 
country’s former, chief execu- - 
tive, Dr. Juscellno Kublt$chek. 
plan to stage massive street 
rallies and work stoppages in 
at least six major cities the 
weekend of Nov. 20-21. 
The governments 
of Chile, 
Peru and Uruguay also enter­ 
tain serious doubts about the 
wisdom of holding the conclave 
in 
Rio at this time. 
The 
Chileans and Uruguayans would 
rather not have lt at all until 
the so-called Inter-American 
Peacekeeping Force has been 
withdrawn from the Dominican 
Republic. 
This 11,000-man force is made 
up 90 per cent of U. S. Marines 
and paratroopers, plus token 
elements from Brazil, Para­ 
guay, Nicaragua, Honduras and 
Costa Rica. 
| The Dominican situation is 
what 
has kept the meeting 
stalled for the past six months. 
It was originally due to be held 
in May, but after the Santo 
Domingo revolt broke out April 
24, the Organization of Ameri­ 
can States voted to set it back 
to Aug. 4. 
PERMANENT OAS ARMY? 
When that date rolled around, 
the civil conflict in the Carib­ 
bean island republic was still 
unresolved, the OAS had taken 
charge of seeking a solution, 
and nobody wanted to sit down 
at the conference table while 
matters remained so uncer­ 
tain. 
Today, more than two months 
after 
a 
provisional regime 
under Hector Garcia Godoy— 
formed through patient OAS ef­ 
forts — took office in Santo 
Domingo, old line careerists 
of the Dominican armed forces 
are still blocking a real set­ 
tlement. 


U.S. 
diplomats acknowledge 
privately that if the multi-na­ 
tional peacekeeping force pulled 
out any time in the foreseeable 
future, a military coup would 
follow almost immediately. 
One item which Washington 
officials want to discuss at Rio 
is a change in the OAS char­ 
ter, to authorize creation of 
such a force on a permanent, 
basis. 
Five Latin American 
nations—Mexico, Chile, Peru, 
Venezuela and Uruguay—firm­ 
ly oppose this idea; at least 
four others are undecided. 
What most of these govern­ 
ments object to is the fact that 
the countries which have troops 
in Santo Domingo are bound to 
vote for the U.S. initiative, 
even though some — notably 
Costa Rica and Honduras—have 
had second thoughts about lt 
since they Joined the Domini­ 
can undertaking. 
All this means that the Rio 
meeting — sure to go on as 
scheduled, despite the objec­ 
tors — will probably be sur­ 
rounded by more tension than 
any Pan American Conference 
since 1948, when the one in 
Bogota was almost engulfed by 
mass rioting which destroyed 
the center of that Colombian 
capital and sent delegates flee­ 
ing for their lives.

“ The arithmetic of the strike 
for aworker,ofcourse,doesnot 
provide much understanding of 
why workers are willing to 
strike,” the report said. 
“ There are those who argue 
that strikes are always futile for 
workers because they never get 
back their lost earnings. The 
worker always loses, they say,” 
the report continued. 
But, it added, “ This argument 
is unrealistic. It ignores the 
reasons for strikes. Of course, 
many workers would agree they 
personally cannot quickly make 
up wages lost in a long strike,” 
it said. 
“ Workers strike only because 
they feel that bettering their 
conditions and maintaining their 
union is worth the sactifice,” 
the report said. 
“ They strike to get a fcir set­ 
tlement because they could not 
get it any other way,” it said. 
What about the argument that 
a strike would damage the pub­ 
lic interest — the appeal Presi­ 
dent Johnson used in helping 
forestall a threatened big steel 
strike recently? 
There are many “publics,” 


including the employers and 
workers involved in a strike, the 
report said. 
“Certainly the public is no 
more inconvenienced than the 
workers or management,” it 
said. 
“ Perhaps the most important 
public interest is one seldom 
mentioned in regard to strikes 
these days: the freedom of 
workers to strike and the free­ 
dom of employers to allow a 
strike to take place,” it added.

HAYTI — Voters of Pemiscot 
and Dunklin counties will have 
an opportunity to improve and 
expand the medical facilities 
in hospital bond issue elections. 
The first will be Tuesday on a 
proposal calling for $400,000 to 
add a wing to the Pemiscot 
County Memorial hospital. 
This 
amount, if approved by 
a two-thirds majority vote, will 
be matched by a federal grant - 
under the Hill-Burton Act. This 
is the first time this proposal 
has been presented. 
On Dec. 14, the voters In Dunk­ 
lin County will have a third try 
at getting a sim ilar bond issue 
approved for improvements and 
expansion of the Dunklin County 
Memorial hospital in Kennett. 
The proposal failed to receive 
the necessary two-thirds ma­ 
jority in two earlier elections. 
The Dunklin county proposal 
calls for a bond issue of $975,- 
000 to be matched by Hill - 
Burton funds to bring the total 
outlay to around $2 
million. 
In both counties reports are 
that there is “ some opposi­ 
tion” to the two proposals, more 
in Dunklin County than in Pemi­ 
scot. 


F irst, I would like to say that 
anyone who intends 
to vote 
against these bond issues ought 
to have his head examined. 
Granted, everyone is entitled 
to his opinion and is at liberty 
to vote as he chooses. 
On making it possible for the 
region to have better hospital 
facilities, however, that is a 
different matter. 
This isn't a political issue. 
It Is the solid fact of whether 
these 
two fine medical facili­ 
ties are going to be able to 
acquire sorely needed space 
and equipment to adequately 
serve the area. 
These two hospitals have been 
among the most beneficial a s­ 
sets ever established in Pemi­ 
scot and Dunklin counties. But 
they need to grow with the times, 
so they both need that bond is­ 
sue and Hill-Burton money as 
quickly as they can get it, so 
the construction work can be 
started as soon as possible. 
In the near future is the start 
of the federal 
medicare pro­ 
gram -- which, 
as everyone 
ought to know, will sharply in­ 
crease the demand for hospital 
beds and services in both coun­ 
ties. 
Pemiscot Memorial and 
Dunklin 
Memorial must be 
ready for it. 
Voters, feeling the pinch of 
continued increases in taxation, 
are right in taking a close look 
at any proposals that will add 
to the load. 
In these two bond issue elec­ 
tions, however, keep in mind 
that the added taxation for in­ 
terest and retirement of the 
bond issues is only about half 
of the cost of the hospital im­ 
provements in the two coun­ 
ties. 
The way it works out we get 
$2 worth of improvements for 
$1 that we spend. If you might 
have forgotten, that was 
the 
same deal we got in both coun­ 
ties when the two hospitals were 
constructed shortly afterw orld 
War n. Uncle Sam picked up 
the tab for about half the o ri­ 
ginal cost. So let us not be 
pennywlse and pound foolish in 
th’s matter. 
Some people live in Isolated 
communities where there is no 
doctor for miles around. They 
have dug down in their Jeans 
and come up with the money to, 
build clinics and small hospitals 
so they can attract a doctor. 
We here in the lower Missouri 
Bootheel are 
not quite in that 
shape. 
While some communities have, 
at tim es, been without a doc­ 
tor, we still have a good num­ 
ber in the region. Good hospital 
facilities 
in a county attract 
good doctors. 
So don't overlook your bless­ 
ings in that area. Incidentally, 
the Pemiscot County Medical 
Society of 14 doctors has publi­ 
cly announced that it endorses 
the bond issue proposal for the
